WHAT CA USED DEATH ? 


QUESTION eis WHETHER DR. 
SCUDDER COMMITTED SUICIDE. 


His Brother, Dr. Doremus Scudder, Tells 
the Coroner's Jury That He Died got 
Apoplexy,.and Explains That a Sun- 
stroke in India Ten Years Ago Shattered 
His Mind and His Health—A Number 
of Opinions Regarding His Sanity—The 
Autopsy—Inquest Continued Today. 

The death of Dr. Henry Martyn Scudder in 
a corridor of the County Jail yesterday morn- 
ing at 12:30 o’clock created an interest among 
the residents of ‘Chicago which the big wigwam 
on the Lake-Front could not overshadow. He 
was incarcerated for the alleged murder of his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Frank H. Dunton, at No. 

22 Aldine square, Feb. 21, 1892. The plea 

that he was insane was introduced into the 


courts, on his first arraignment, as the. 


basis of his detense, but the 
public hes been skeptical, and 
his death has not yet solved the mys- 
tery to its satisfaction. Whether a chemical 
analysis of the contents of the stomach and a 
microscopical examination of the brain will 
definitely determine the question is stil: to be 
found out. 

The first steps towards the final solving 
of this matter were begun yesterday. At 2 
p.m. Deputy Coroner Clement gathered a 
jury in the County Jail. After viewing the re- 
mains, this jury began a searching inquest. 
At the same time a number of expert physi- 
cians were holding an autopsy on the body of 
the dead doctor. 

The main points made by the relatives of 
the dead doctor, and which were to be devel- 
oped by the lawyers for the defense, were 
that for the last year, or from the time when 
he was sunstruck in India, the accused was of 
unsouna mind and subject to riodical fits 
of mental aberration, and that the real cause 
of his death was apoplexy. ‘This was brought 
out strongly in the examination of the first 
witness, Dr. Doremus Scudder. His testi- 
mony was as follows:

I found 
him unconscious and breathing heavily and 
tried to restore him by subcutaneous injec- 
tions, but in vain. I cannot say what he died 
of, though the symptoms indicated that it was 
from narcotic poisonimg or cerebral apo- 

ex 
é Dr. W. L, Noble, County Physician, said he 
examined the cell with Deputy Sheriff Spears 
and found there five sulfonal powders in a 
box. The powder is a mild sedative, and there 
was never enough of them at any one time to 
cause death. e found nothing in the cell or 
in Scudder’s clothing that could cause deata. 
About three weeks ago he gave the guard half 
adozen pills, each containing half a grain of 
opium, but not to be given oftener than one 
in three hours. The only other time opium 
was prescribed was April 3. “I don’t know 
how he came to his death,”’ said Dr. Noble. 
“Even if he had taken all of the six pills at 
once I don’t think there was enough of opium 
in them to kill him. 

E. T. Gould, a guard at the jail, saw Dr. 
Scudder Monday froin 8 a. m. to 4p. m. Mrs. 
Scudder came to see him in the forenoon. 
She talked to him through the wire of the vis- 
iting cage. He did not hear their conversa- 
tion, which was earnest and in a low tone. 
“She brought a cup of strawberries anda 

und of tea with her,’’ said the guard, “ and 
examined them. This was in the forenoon. 


His brother, Doremus Scudder, came to see’ 


him in the afternoon, and they sat near each 
other. The brother gave him nothing, and he 
left about 4 o’clock.”’ 

This ended the direct testimony before Dep- 
uty Coroner Clement, and an adjournment 
was taken until Thursday morning at 10 
o’clock. 


WHETHER TO EXAMINE THESTOMACH 


That Question Will Come Before the Coro- 
ner’s Jury Today—What Doctors Think. 
While the physicians conducting the post 

mortem examination—Drs. Hektoen, Ewell, 

Kiernan, and Lyman—would not say that 

death was not caused by apoplectic seizure, 

due to spinal trouble and heart and other 
difficulties resulting from a sunstroke, some 


of them said they would be surprised 
if no poison was found in the stom- 
ach in the event of its examin ation.

SCUDDER’S SANITY. 


His Brother Firmly Believes He Was In- 
sane, but the Jail Guards Doubt It. 

Dr. Doremus “Seudder said after the Cor- 

oner’s jury had adjourned that he was sure his 


. brother was insane when he cailed upon him 


at the jail Monday, The prisonér was born in 
Arcot, India, forty years ago, and, although 
used to the torrid climate, the sunstroke re- 
ceived was su severe as to permanently upset 
his system and make him the subject of fits 
and of general mental and physical debility. 
One of the guards testified that he would 
often start up and strike his head and seem 
causelessly excited, 

As to the autopsy Dr. Hektoen briefly said: 

** The dissection: shows chronic changes in 
the brain, spina! cord; and heart which may 
have caused death, but these by no means pre- 
clude the belief that he may have died from 
poison.

Something About Whitney.

Not a trace of 
English pronunciation is about him; he might 
almost appear never to have belonged to a 
New York club. There is something slightly 
slouchy in his walk and the swing of his arms 
anc head.

Not Attached by Personal Ties. 


This‘convention nominates Cleveland with 
but a small proportion of its number attached 
to him by personai ties.

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1,200,000 people, this city has seen several of 
the struggles of the Democracy to recoup 
itself after the mistakes of the Civil War. Here 
was nominated McClellan; the next conven- 
tion Tammany Hail carried to New York, and 
set up her State Governor against Grant; the 
third New-Yorker got the nomination in 
Greeley, the fourth in Hancock, the fifth in 
Cleveland, for ail these men ‘lived in New 
York. The present convention shows that 
there is no reciprocal action between the 
South and the West, and that if New York 
loses the South in One conveution she seizes 
the West. 

Two New-Yorkers, Hill and Cleveland, have 
been contending here; the only probable can- 
didate against them fora little time was the 
emigrant New-Yorker Boies; the candidacy 
of Gorman never had either health or honesty 
about it, but was one of those Burr-like tricks 
to assume 4 managing power which might 
cheat the vicinity of Maryland but would fall 
harmless where every man isa newspaper. 
The South in this convention. has played the 
most ineffective part since the civil war. Her 
Major-Generais and Brigadiers are nearly all 
dead; several of her States like Mississippi, 
which are without paramount leaders, adhered 
to Cleveland in whole or part, but the rest of 


' the South was groping about, a wanderer, 


both from traditions and from practical nat- 
ure. Tennessee has been the most coherent 
Cleveland State in that section. The leader 
in the redellion, South Carolina, counted only 
one Cleveland vote out of nineteen after it 
was manifest that Cleveland was safe. Kea- 
tucky had her principal newspaper against 
Cleveland, reviving the fact that Mr. Watter- 
gon was the beginner of this free-trade can- 
vass, he standing beside Henry Ward Beecher 
in Brooklyn after the Greeley campaign and 
saying, “‘ Let the old thing of slavery go; I 
am glad of it. Now give us commercial free- 
dom!’ Yet, in the pure personality of Ken- 
tucky politics, Watterson, having at last got a 
free-trade candidate, abandoned him in the 
Presidential fignt. 

| Virginia shows out in chis convention about 
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smooth and the bland, while Whitney is blunt 
yet kind, and his concessions are in matters 
of fact instead of compliments. The poor, 
rotgh fellows about Tammany Hall he knows 
have dropped into a trap, and he is going to 
le¢'them out of the cellar after awhile by lift- 
ing up the trap door. The better class of 
Southern and ‘Vestern men he meets with 
propositions honorable in form and without 
flourish. He comes of that family which in- 
vented the cotton gin and the division of the 
pieces in the musket, and in this convention 
has unquestionably carried off, if possible, 
more honors than Cieveland himself. He has 
solicited no praise, knows how immaterial are 
hurrahs, and is of the same race stock as 
Cleveland, a Granite Yankee, with some New 
York differentiations. It has beer? his fortune 
to play a gentler part than Manning’s, who 
folded his armsand screwed the unit rule 
down upoa an unwilling minority. This time 
the minority has the unit rule and New York 
is held to Hill. Whitney’s method of dealing 
with Hill has been to melt him away until 
when his delegation looks around it beholds 
him not, for he seems to have been translated 
like Enoch. 

The dexterity of Whitney’s work has been 
like his mechanical kinsman’s cogs and bal- 
ance wheels. Just as in 1884 Manning played 
with Indiana and shut out Thurman, who 
thought he was going to be President,and finally 
gave the Vice-Presidency to Hendricks, who 
had rather disdained is, so this time Whitney 
extinguished Voorhees and made him an ora- 
tor to nominate Cleveland, though Mr. Voor- 
hees was one of the manufacturers of Speaker 
Crisp as the anti-Cleveland candidate. Dan 
Manning said: ‘‘ 1 determined to make Indi- 
ana eat aleek and supply a Vice-President, 
when she thought herself entitled to nothing 
so badly had we beat her.”” Gray has merely 
been.the instrument to lay out the Voorhees 
part of the Indiana delegation; they may 
make him Vice-President, perhaps; and when 
Indiana reels, down goes Maryland. 
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Where Other Elements Come In. 

In Pennsylvania Pattison is a good pupil of 
the times, and though a faint hope existed 
that he might'be Cleveland’s successor in this 
convention, he, hke Cleveland, has been elect- 
ed by Republicans each time or by Independ- 
ent voters, and hé knew that the defeat of 
Cleveland insured his own rebuke. The ele- 
ments of the Dempcracy which resist the rec- 
ognition of new men have been overthrown at 
last. Wallace amd Black in Pennsylvania 
were going to fight the unit rule; the New- 
Yorkers have easily yoked the Pennsylvanians 
to their car., In Indiana the old McDonald 
element which protested four years ago 
against Gray getting the Vice-Presidency has 
lived to see that former Republican at the tail 
of Cleveland’s ticket The conclusion of the 
convention is the complete humiliation of 
‘'ammany Hall, y;hich now wonders how it 
ever got into its present dilemma. If Whit 
ney’s strategy goes go far ‘as to bring up the 
convention when Illinois and Indiana are 
reached, and prevent the calling of the State 
of New York at all, the record will seem to be 
that New York néver opposed Cleveland. This 
appears to be the plan: to stampede the con- 
vention onefourth of the way down the roll, 
make Ulevejand’s nomination unanimous, and 
then neither Jowa nor New York will be 
called unless they make their show previous to 
the roll-call, when nominations are in order.

THE DEMOCRATS AND THE FREE SILVER 
QUESTION. 

The managers of the Democratic party, the 
bosses who meet late at night in hotel parlors 
and select candidates and draw up platforms, 
need not expect that they can achieve success 
by nominating Cleveland, the gold monometa!- 
list, on a.platform which leans toward silver 
wononietallism. They must not imagine that 
they can catch the East with a gold candidate 
and thé West with a free silver platform. 

If the Democratic leaders try any sach dis- 
honest straddle as that they will have to elect 
their man without the aid of New York, New 
Jersey, and Connecticut. Even if all those 
States were naturally and ordinarily Demo- 
cratic there are in each of them a sufficient 
number of Democrats who will be repelled by 
the least shadow of a tendency toward free 
silver and repudiation of debts to make 
all those States Republican by large 
majorities, for the purpose of protecting 
the national honor, maintaining contracts, and 
defending the rights of property. The same 
may be said with equa! truth of Delaware and 
Maryland. Each of them has its large manu- 
facturing interests and its numerous workmen 
who have money in the savings banks or 
loaned out on mortgage. Each ot those States 
has.its thousands of holders of life-insurance 
policies and its thousands of Union. soldiers | 
who will kick against having their pensions 
cut down athird. A plank which has the ap- 
pearance of free silver about it would result in 
a solid anti-Democratic East from Maine to 
Virginia. . 

Nor would there be debt-scaling gains 
enough in the Middle States east of the Mis- 
souri to make up for those heavy losses on the 
seaboard. In spite of what some Indiana 
politicians have said, that State would vote 
anti-free silver. No old soldier, even though 
tull of Democratic ardor, would vote with a 
party which intimated that it was going to 
shear a third off his pension as soon 
as it got a chance, The Indiana 
wageworkers who have money at interest 
might be persuaded through ignorance to 
mdorse* many of the injurious free trade 
propositions uf the Democracy, but never one 
which was openly and plainly equivalent to 
taking from them a third of their savings at 
interest. The Germans of Indiana, Illinois 
and Wisconsin, have remained sound on 
all financial questions, and would be almost 
a unit against a party which was bottomed on 
repudiation’ and robbery. No 67-cent 
dollar will go down with the Germans. A 
free silver ‘plank would act on the 
fervid eloquence of Palmer and Law- 
ler as the carbonic acid gas of a 
fire extinguisher does on a little blaze. 
Illinois would repudiate the party of dis- 
honesty and debased money. Chicago, though 
filled with free-trade Democratic workmg- 
men, would give.an immerse majofity against 
the policy of paying them in 67-cent silver dol- 
lars. Every man who belongs to a ‘building 
association or has money at interest would 
vote against an attempt to swindle him out of 
a third of his investment. 

It is doubtful whether the Democrats could 
carry the Virginias on a free-silver platform. 
The vote is naturally so close in those States 
that the Democrats cannot afford to lose those 
Democrats, though the percentage be a small 
one, who prefer the triumph of the Repub- 
lican party and the preservation of their prop- 
erty to a Democratic victory and the Joss of a 
third of the money they have loaned out. 

These are the losses which coquetting with 
debased free silver coinage wouid entail. 
What would the gains be? At the most the 
handful of votes of a few small silver mining 
States. The. three electors of Nevada might 
be secured in exchange for the thirty-six of 
New York. The three of Montana might be 
gained and the fifteen of Indiana lost, 
and the ten of New Jersey or eight 
of Connecticut swapped for the three 
of Wyoming or of Idaho. Is any 
one so blind as to think this a profitable party 
trade? As’ for the Gulf Statés, where the 
strength of the Democratic free-silver agita- 
tion lies, they. will vote for the nominee, no 
matter what platform he may stand on. The 
Wall street gold-bug Cleveland will: poli as 
‘large majorities down there as Hill or Boies 
would, 

The Democratic party fooled with the free- 
silver buzz saw in Qhio iast fall with disas- 
trous consequences. If it chooses to repeat 
the experiment on a larger scale the outcome 
will be even more serious. The educational | 
process has been carried on extensively in the 
United States since last fall. The number of 
people who are in favor of gold expulsion and 
substitution of 67-cent silver dollars to cheat 
creditors with is growing smaller every day. 
That sentiment of respect for national honor 
which knocked out the greenback craze has 
been reawakened by this movement for free 
coinage and a cheap dollar. 

li the Democrats take an uncompromising 
and unequivocal stand for an honest dollar 
the campaign will be fought out on the tariff, 
and the Wall street goid-bug Cleveland will 
poll the Democratic and mugwump vote. But 
if that party shows a sneaking love for de- 
based silver dollars then the tariff will drop 
out of sight, and the battle will be between 
the honest men of the country regardless of 
party and the would-be cheats. The latter are 
in the minority in this country.

vention naturally were tame and harmonious. 

Mr. Uwens of Kentucky, the gentleman 
designated by the National committee as Tem- 
porary Chairman, was elected without opposi- 
tion and made an address which was boyish 
and frothy. The thoughts were immature 
and the diction florid. It made no reference 
tothe silver question, but it contained the 
venerable gag about the “billion dol- 
lar Congress.” It may be that they 
have not heard yet down in the Blue 
Grass . country of the fifty million 
dollar River and Harbor bilLof the Demo- 
cratic House of the Fifty-second Congress, 
nor that the probabilities re that the appro- 
priations of this Democratic Congress will ex- 
ceed in amount those of its Republican pred- 
ecessor. The address contained, also, the 
threadbare humbug declaration that the Dem- 
ocratic party is for **the millions toiling in 
niine and shop and field.” Such sentiments 
spoken to men who aye trying to 
carry out a free trade policy which would 
cut down the wages of the “toiling millions” 
to the half pay standard of European cvuan- 
tries, where workmen can make barely enough 
to keep body and soul together, have too 
strong a flavor of hypocrisy and fraud about 
them to pass curreat without challenge or ex- 
posure. But they may be taken for gospel by 
the free trade workingmen in the shops and 
mines as in other years. The reference to 
President Harrison and the Chilean trouble 
was in excvedingly bad taste. Mr. Breckin- 
ridge of Kentucky oftended in the same way 
some months ago and Mr. Owens inex¢cusably 
copted his bad example. Col. Watterson 
should have revised the wretc hed speech. 

After the juvenile stump-speaker hai fin- 
ished his silly harangue the members of the 
various Committees on Resolutions, Creden- 
tials, etc., were announced. Then for the first 
time in history a great partisan convention 
turned aside from its political labors 
to show that it felt the griefs of a 
man who had been the lifelong oppo- 
nent of the principles held by its members, 


| whom they had fought bitterly and resent- 


fully, and whom they looked upon as their 
most formidable opponent. Mr. Cable of 
Illinois offered a resolution expressing the 
sympathy felt by the delegates with Mr. 
Blaine in his great bereavement. The indis- 
tinctly beard mention of his name was fol- 
lowed by cheers, even in that Democratic 
assemblage. But when the purport of the 
resolution was understood by all, the cheers 
were hushed and it was adopted in appropri- 
ate silence. After this most becoming action 
the convention adjourned till this morning. 
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THE WALKING DELEGATES AND FREE 
TRADE, 


A New York dispatch of yesterday says: 


\* Seven Russian Poles who were steerage pas- 


sengers by the steamship America were de- 
barred as contract laborers and will be 
‘sent back. One of the number, Andrew 
Gielkins, admitted that they came to this 
country under contract to work in a foundry at 
Troy, N. Y. Hesaid that the supermtendent of 
the foundry had written him a letter asking him 
to bring about fifteen good foundry workers 
with him, with the assurance that they would all 
obtain employment. The understanding was that 


working at $2 per day. 
The‘ imported ¢ontract laborers were to work 


for $1.50 per day. 

This bit of news will please the free-trade 
Democratic workingmen, who clamored for 
the passage of the Anti-Coatract Labor law, 
who are grumbling all the time because it is 
not enforced rigidly enough, and abusing the 
Federal coarts because they do not prosecute 
employers who are suspected of having im- 
ported or encouraged European laborers to 
come here. 

It is probable that nothing but bitter expe- 
rience can open the eyes of these free-trade 


r protected workinmgmen to the folly and ab- 


surdity of their present position. “ Ephraim 
is joined to his idols.’’ But the “ walking del- 
egates *’ are supposed to be men of a higher 
order of intelligence than the rank and file 
whom they erder about, and it nay be that 
they can understand the situation when it 1s 
explained to them. If so they should have 
enough regard for the interests of the deluded 
masses that follow them to awaken them to a 
sense of their folly. 

The Poles mentioned above received at-home 
wages of from 50 to 75 cents a day for 12 
hours’ work. They were offered, it is said, 
$1.50 a day to go to Troy, N. Y., and work. 
fhe present standard rate there is $2 a day. 
Had they succeeded in slipping past the 
custom-house officers they would have taken 
the places of an equal number of workmen, 
who are probably naturalized and vote the 
Democratic ticket. The latter iri order to 
keep their jobs would have been obliged to 
agree to take lower pay if 700 Poles had 
slipped in instead of seven. The displace- 
ment of American labor or the reduction of 
wages would have taken place on a scale in 
proportion to the number of undercutting 
competitors. Surely the walking delegates 
can see that otittcome. 

The free-trade workmen understand plainly 
enough the injurious consequences of com- 
petition between the naturalized European 
and the Polish foundryman when coming 
Pinto direct competition in Troy, but 
they do not peem to have brains enough 
to see that the competition would be more 
dangerous, because on a vaster scale, if the 
tariff were done away with and the Polish 
foundryman in Warsaw were aliowed to ship 
his cheap labor wares to this country free of 
duty to compete with the American foundry- 
man in Troy. These peopie can understand 
the competition of men, but not of the prod- 
uctsof men. Perhaps the walking delegates 
Can see it, 

Do away with the protection which the tariff 
gives and the products of Polish; German, 
Belgian, French, and British foundries, made 
by mmen who arp getting less than half Ameri- 
can wages, will be shipped to the United 
States and will be offered for their cheap home 
price plus the freight charges. Naturally con- 
sumers will give preference to the cheapest 
goods. The home manufacturers will have to 
ask less than they have been doimg or shut up 
shop. To be able to sell in competition they 
will have to pay far lower wages. Don't the 
walking delegates see that? - 

As long as protection lasts the American 
workingmen can get along even without a 
Contract bor law, ong Mod wacom ches dona 
— workmen who may we to : 
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‘they were to take the places of men who were . 
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trade. Those who do come, too, though hired 
to work at first at lower rates than those 
whose jobs they take away, breathe a high-wage 
atmosphere, They become “ unionized,” if 
not Americanized, and the Pole or Bohemian 
#ho has agreed to work for a dollar and 4 
half soon disgusts his employer by striking 
for two dollars or more aday. | 

Nothing of that kind happens when the Eu- 
ropean stays at home on the other side of the 
ocean, and the competition becomes one of. 
products. Then the wages of the European do 
not goup inhis country, but those of the 
American workmen are forced down, ‘after a 
bitter but hopeless struggle to resist theeffects 
of free trade. The cheap labor product of 
Poland, Bohemia, Belgium, Germany, Aus- 
tria, France, or Exgiand when brouglit to 
American shores simply displaces a similar 
article, the product of high prieed American 
labor. No walking delegate ¢an reason 
with that inanimate bit of cutlery, hardware, 
or dry goods. He cannot persuade it to ask 
more for itself or to go into a combination 
with American-made products to keep up high 
prices. The foreign-made piece of goods 
persists in crowding out its American rival 
and forcing the workman who made it to take 
half pay or lose his job and starve. The coin- 
petition of Eurdpean products is infinitely 
more deadly than that of imported laborers 
and on a fur vasterscale. . ¢ 

Can the walking delegates “understand that 
which is written for their begefit? If so, thes 
will see the folly and inconsistency of de- 
manding that a few European foreigners, who 
are willing to work below the full American 
trades union wage scale, shal! be kept out of 
this country, and at the same time hurrahing 
and voting for free-trade Democratic candi- 
dates .who, if elected, would ¢éxpose the 
American workingman to the competition of 
thousands of ship loads of European goods 
made by millions of foreign workmen receiv- 
ing wages only one-half or one-third of he 
American rate of pay. Was there ever such 
asininity asdebarring a few imported European 
workmen, and then helping the Democrats to 
throw open the American ports to the free 
importation of the products of those selfsame 
European workmen and their millions of half 
paid fellows? 


A BAD BEGINNING. 

The Journal nBtes that the Drainage Trus- 
tees have decided to begin work some twenty- 
twu miles down the canal on the section from 
Willow Springs to Joliet, which is to have a 
capacity through the solid rock of 600,000 
cubic feet per minute, while the remainder of 
the work. that connecting Chicago with the 
portion first to be constructed, is required by 
law to have a capacity of but 300,000 feet per 
minute. The Journal characterizes this as 
*‘a curious provision of the Drainage act.’ that 
the rock-cut part of the channel twenty-two 
miles away from Bridgeport must have double 
the capacity of the rest of the route and be 
constructed first, without that demand being 
in the law. This witless resolve is in large 
part due to an unfortunate selection of weak- 
minded Trustees last fall, for which the Jour. 
-nal must bear its share of the responsibility. 

The Trustees bave resolved to make a 600,- 
000 feet per minute channel when neither they 
nor the Journal nor any one else has ever 
shown where more than 300,000 feet per min- 
ute.can be obtained under the taxing power 
conferred by the act towards supplying its 
flow. Also, they have resolved to begin their 
work at the furthermost end of the channel, 
spending on it all the money available for sev- 
eral years, and thus throwing away both time 
and capital and doing nothing to relieve the 
sewage problem. They are great sticklers 
about ** complying with the letter of the law.” 
But that law does not require them to begin: 
operations at Willow Springs and then work 
to Joliet; and, being unhamperea by it, if 
they were sensible and not perverse, stupid 
donkeys they would begin at Bridgeport with 
whatever money they have to expend by 
using it for the obtaining of a substantial 
good at the earliest day possible. That is, in- 
stead of beginning on.the rock-cut twenty- 
two miles southwest of Bridgeport they 
would go to work at once and deepen and 
widen the canal through the first ten miles to 
the Desplaines at the Summit. If this portion 
of the channel were thus enlarged to a capac- 
ity of 300,000 cubic feet per minute it would 
be in the power of the city to set up big 
pumps at the Summit to’send any quantity of 
water into the Desplaines less than that dis- 
charged. While they were thus giving the 
city a pure river the Trustees could proteed 
with the other portion of the work in the clay 
section till they reached Willow Springs, 
where the rock formation comes near the 
surface. 

If the Trustees would go at the work in this 
sensible way the people of Chicago would have 
relief within a year. In addition to that the 
residents in the valley below would see for 
themselves the enormous benefit obtained 
from even 150,000 feet discharge of water, and 
would say: ‘**  Wedo not,want any 600,000 feat 
echannel.’”’ They would be perfectly content 
with the arrangement for 300,000, and probably 
would be the first to insist on an amendment to 
the law reducing the capacity of the channel 
in the rock. But the Trustees are pigheaded 
and lack common sense or fitness for the 
positions which.they unfortunately occupy,

‘ED CORRIGAN WILL BE THERE. 


Interested with Erastus Wiman in 
the New Eastern Track. 

The report from New York that Ed Corrigan 
was interested in the new Staten Island race- 
track is true. Mr. Corrig® said yesterday that 
he and J. E. Segram, the Toronto distiller, whose 
horses are racing at Hawthorne, were intérested 
with Erastus Wiman in the scheme, The land 
is on Staten Island, at Lower Bay Beach, and op- 
posite South Ferry, nine and one-half miles by 

sat. The new course isto be one mile and a 
furlong in circumference and will bave a straight 
of three-quarters for 2-year-olds and sprinters. 

The grand stand will have a seating capacity 
of 10,000 persons and it will be built on the most 
approved plans, The track will be a_per- 
fect oval in shape and it will be built 
under the supervision of Capt. Perc 
Ward, who was superintendent of the New Yor 
Jockey club property. The organization will be 
known as the Staten Island Jockey club, and it 
is understood that Sir Roderick Cameron will be 
asked to accept the Presidency. Sir Roderick 
owned Leamington at one time and raced his 
horses at Jerome Park and other courses in the 
good old days when racing was more of @ sport 
than a business. It is Mr. Wiman’s intention to 
extend the rapid transit system to the course and 
also to establish a line of steamboats that will 
carry passengers direct to the - track 
from the Battery and South Ferry in 
twenty-five minutes. The grand stand 
entrance will be at the main landing place, and 
electric lines on the island will carry passengers 
from other points jon the island. The Manhattan 
boats are also to stop at the track. It is needless 
to say that the Board of Control will not domi- 
nate the new club, The track will be bnilt and 
equipped this year and put in eo ears next: Kd 
Corrigan will have a good deal to do with 
ite management. This new interest will 
not interfere with Hawthorne, which will 
run as usual. Erastus Wiman is on his way to 
Europe now, but all the plans are laid, and the 
track isa certainty. When in operation boats 
owned by Mr. Wiman will runto and from New 
York and the track every ten minutes from noon 
until the racing is over.
